REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Loudon: 


I have the pleasure of submitting to you, and through 
you to the citizens of Loudon, my fourth annual report 
as superintendent of your schools. 

I refer to the statistical table for specific information 
relative to the school attendance. The attendance, you will 
note, at the Ridge, Clough Hill, and Brown schools has 
been very good. At some of the other schools it has not 
been good. The enrollment has varied from 90 to 110. 
This was a slight increase over last year. 

The school year has been thirty weeks in length. It 
ought to be at least thirty-five weeks. The tendency 
throughout this and other states is to increase the length 
of the school year. We in Loudon are not making any 
advance in this line. We should make it our aim to have 
not less than thirty-two weeks this coming year. 

It is still a difficult problem to secure at all times ac- 
ceptable teachers for our schools. This is due to small 
salaries, small schools, short school year, and to scarcity 
of supply. Working under these conditions we may con- 
gratulate ourselves on our success. We have not employed 
a single professionally trained teacher, and we have had 
but one state certified teacher and that but for a few weeks. 
However, we have several teachers whose successful ex- 
perience has been their training and might well and should 
be state certified. 

We were unfortunate in losing Miss Hazel P. Hammond 
at the village grammar at the end of the school year in 
June. Miss Hammond was particularly well qualified for 
her position and was successful within and without the 
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schoolroom. Miss Beulah Sprague took this position in 
September. Miss Tanner resigned at the Pearl school 
and we were fortunate in securing Miss Ida Sleeper for 
the vacancy. Miss Hill was transferred to the Brown 
school in the spring, and Miss Amy Osborne was given the 
position thus made vacant. 

We opened the spring term with but six schools in 
session. The pupils at the White were so few in number 
that it was decided to transport them to the Brown school. 
This arrangement has proved satisfactory and has been 
continued through the year. This combined school under 
the direction of Miss Annie Hill has been one of the very 
best in town. A like condition existed at the Yellow 
school as at the White and the pupils have been trans- 
ported to the village. 

At the beginning of the year in September the Osborne 
school was opened with Miss Rachel Osborne as teacher. 
The children in this community have previously attended 
the Upper City school in Pittsfield. 

During the winter term, two additional schools have been 
in session—namely, the Pleasant Street and the Moore 
schools—making nine in all. The distance, the age of the 
children, and the winter weather did not seem to warrant 
transporting. The services of Mrs. Evelyn Campbell were 
secured for the Pleasant Street school. Miss Fannie Os- 
borne, of Gilmanton, has been at the Moore school. 

The school building at the Ridge was thoroughly reno- 
vated during the summer and the schoolroom put into a 
clean and wholesome condition. While no extensive repairs 
may be needed on any one school building, there are many 
minor repairs that should be attended to. It ‘is not econ- 
omy to neglect or put off the small repairs. 

I took occasion in my last report to suggest the possi- 
bility of using the schoolrooms more generally for social 
purposes. I want to make the suggestion again, but will 
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not take the space for a restatement. We are not improv- 
ing our opportunities in this particular. 

I want to speak again of the need which I feel there is of 
broadening the work of the schools that the boys and girls 
may be better fitted to enjoy life and to live it earnestly. 
We are hearing much of the need of spending more time 
in the schools on the ‘‘essentials’’ and by ‘‘essentials’’ is 
generally meant reading, writing, spelling, and arithmetic. 
No one who is familiar with the facts and who is honest 
will deny that there is need for better work in these sub- 
jects. But to make these the end of education is a far 
greater error than to spend too little time upon them. 
These are the tools for securing an education and we 
certainly ought to see to it that they know how to use these 
tools effectively. But while more efficient work should 
be done in these subjects mentioned there should at the 
same time be found opportunity for training the boys and 
girls along lines which would help to develop them into 
more useful citizens than they might otherwise become. 
Country boys and girls should love the life of the country, 
and the country school should do its part toward reveal- 
ing the beauties and possibilities of that life. 

The superintendent should be the executive officer for 
the school board. His authority under the present law 
must be granted him by the local board as a board. For 
the school board and superintendent to work most. effee- 
tively for the good of the schools there should be regular 
times for conference. The board ought to meet regularly 
once a month. It should be the business of the superin- 
tendent to be present. The meeting should be for planning, 
discussion and report. The superintendent has a right to 
know just what the board expects of him. When this is 
clear he ought to be given a free hand and he should be 
held responsible for the results. On the other hand, the 
board ought to know just what the superintendent is doing 


ce 
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and what is going on in each of the schools. A board 
member is a member for the whole district, not for a part of 
it simply. It should be the duty of the superintendent to 
make a report at the regular meeting, present the needs, 
and make recommendation. He cannot well do this ef- 
fectively any other way. 

Again, such meetings would afford an opportunity for 
keeping the financial situation better in hand. All bills 
could be squared up once a month and the board would 
know where it stood financially. It would be an easy 
matter at the beginning of the year with a knowledge of 
the approximate amount of the resources to determine the 
length of the school year. y 

We should have this next year not less than $150 avail- 
able for books and supplies. I trust that the school board 
may feel justified in asking for this amount for this 
purpose. 

In eonelusion I wish to thank the school board, the 
teachers, and the public for their forbearance and for 
their support.
